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HE Reſult of the Statement of laſt Year, founded upon the Accounts then 
preſented, was to produce a clear Surplus, after Payment of all Charges, 
and the Intereſt of Debts in India, amounting to One Million, Two Hundred and 
Eighty-four Thouſand, Four Hundred and Forty Pounds, valuing the Current 
Rupee at Two Shillings. 


The Accounts now before the Houſe, fully prove that the Expectation then 
held out was not exaggerated; the actual Amount of Receipts and Diſburſe- 
ments for 1788-9, as far as they can be made out, leaving a much greater Sur- 
plus than was there ſtated, and which cannot be taken at leſs than One Million 
Seven Hundred Thouſand Pounds; as will more fully appear in the Courſe of 
examining thoſe Accounts. In doing which, with a view to aid your Confidera- 
tion of the Accounts before you, I ſhall begin with ſtating the Situation of each 
Settlement ſeparately: I ſhall next lay before you the aggregate Amount of the 
Revenues and Charges of all your Settlements jointly, for the Purpole of aſ- 
certaining what is the real Amount of your Indian Surplus, and it may be proper 
to conclude with ſuch Obſervations on the General View of the Account, as 
may enable you to determine how far you have juſt Cauſe to conſider this as a 
permanent Surplus.

F\HE Profit upon the Salt of the Year 1195, fold prior to the 1ſt May 1789, which may be 
eſtimated at Sicca Rupees 31,48,361. 5. 10, not having been carried to the Debit of 
any Account upon the Salt Books, becauſe not adjuſted, the Accounts of the Salt manu- 
factured in that Year not having been made up, the Veloyetty or Salt Year 1195 not expiring 
till the End of September, 1789, the Company having been made to appear indebted to the 
different Heads of Salt of 1195, Siccas 37, 63, 634. 9. 16. 3, of which Sales were made on goth 
and 31ſt March 1789, to the Amount of Siccas 36,13,345; and the Amount of the Advances made 
for the Manufacture of the Salt, and of the Aurung and Office Charges of the ſame Year, being 
no more than Siccas 13,85,567. 13. 18. 1 (although the Whole of the Value of their Property 
applicable to the Diſcharge of thoſe Debts, brought to Accouut upon the Salt Books) the 
Company conſequently appear indebted more, by Siccas 23,78,066. 11. 18. 2, than the 
apparent Value of that Property; whereas the Fact is, thet the Advances for the Manufacture, 
and the Aurung Charges of the Salt of that Year, made prior to the iſt May 1789, fell ſhort 
of the Amount required for the Purpoſes in the Whole of the, Salt Year 1195, only in the Sym 
of Siccas 3,16,273. 14. 18. 1, the real Value of the Property (the expected Produce of theſe 


Advances) mult very conſiderably have exceeded the Amount of the Sales made to the 1ſt 
May 1789. | 


This Circumſtance proves that the Syſtem by which the Salt Books have hitherto been kept 
muſt be materially Aare the Accountant General will therefore take the earlieſt Opportunity 
of ſuggeſting the Improvements required in the Mode of keeping the Annual Books and 
Montbly Accounts of this Department, to the Comptroller; and doubts not, but that the next 
Quarterly Statements of Quick Stock, and the next Annual Set of Salt Books, will be formed 
ſo that neither can in future materially miſlead the Honourable Court of Directors. It cer- 
tainly, however, cannot be expected that any Syſtem can be perfectly accurate which muſt 
inevitably continue ſubject to fo great an Obſtacle as the Want of Correſpondence, as well 
Annually as Quarterly, in the Periods at which the Statements of the Honourable Company's 
pecuniary Concerns are made up, and that at which the Settlement of Accounts between their 
Officers and the Molunghees, or Manufacturers, takes Place. This Obſervation not having oc- 
curred until after the Cloſe of the General Books, and of the Statements of Quiek and Dead 
Stock, the Accountant General can only hope, that the following Eſtimate will afford a near Ap- 
proximation to the Amount of the Deduction which might be made from the Exceſs of Debts 
exhibited by the Statement of Quick Stock, and the Addition which might be made to the 
Balance in Favor, of the Honourable Company by the General Books.
